Dear Diana: | hope you and your family are thriving and am pleased to have an 
opportunity to write you. | sent this message to you yesterday but believe | had the 
wrong EMail address. So here it is again. | believe | have acquired an unknown 
American rocker CCD from the 1850-1853 period almost 6 inches in length and based 
somewhat on the use of some English design detail. Its distinction is that it has a 2 
1/2 inch long single turn which swings on its hinge over the main fulcrum to the 
opposite side of the beam. It then exposes its coin holders for $2 1/2 and $1 gold 
coin. The hinge for the turn is about 1/4 inch from the main fulcrum so that most of 
the weight of the turn goes to the opposite side of the main fulcrum. The opposite 
side of the beam has $20, $10 and $5 coin holders which are partially covered when 
the turn is swung over on top of them. This is somewhat similar to the Myers or 
Meyers mechanism described in my book which mechanism has two turns with long 
arms containing coin holders. No separate counterweight is needed as in the 
American mechanism invented by Allender. The turn or turns on the Myers or on my 
new piece rest on the main beam when swung over and increase the moment 
sufficiently so that no counterweight is needed. | am familiar with English single 
turns and double turns of the earlier periods, but so far as | know all of them stay 
entirely on the same side of the fulcrum as their hinge and have no coin holders. My 
question to you is: Are there any English CCDs from any period which have coin 
holders on their turns or turns which swing over the main fulcrum? | would be very 
appreciative of your response and any citation you know about. | expect to write this 
up for EQUILIBRIUM promptly. My wife joins me in sending all of you our best 
greetings.
